Moss had a disagreement over the 
meaning of the word sponsor, which 
the mayor used in the first annual re- 
port. "Who is there in the organiza- 
tion which is sponsor for your admin- 
istration that has more power than Mr. 
Croker," asked Mr. Moss. 
"Nobody 


has more power than I," the mayor 
replied. 


Van Wyck Control* tbe Mayor. 
The mayor fancied he had not done 


everything to the satisfaction of Mr. 
Choker. "You have never been called 
to account?" asked Mr. Moss. "Nobody 
dare call me to account; no man on 
earth," was the reply. "I cannot be 
called to account except by the court 
or some judicial tribunal." Mr. Moss 
said he was trying to find out the in- 
fluence that controls the government of 
the city of New York. "The influence 
that controls the mayor of New York 
is Robert A. VanWyck," replied the 
witness. The mayor said if Mr. Croker 
had died four months before the heads 
of the city departments were appointed, 
he would still have appointed every 
man of them. The men were the selec- 
tion of the mayor, not of the organiza- 
tion or of Mr. Croker. 


Why McCallagh Was Kicked Out. < 
The mayor said he dismissed Chief- 


McCullagh because he thought he was- 
not a fit man to be head of the police. 
He removed Police Commissioners' 
Phillips and Hamilton for the same 
reason. The mayor said Mr. Hamilton 
told him once he would not consent to 
transfers of members of the force with- 
out consulting Senator Platt. 
The 


mayor told him the police department 
was not to be run from Washington. 
The mayor said he believed a combina- 
tion was formed previous to Hamil- 
ton's removal 
between 
Hamilton, 


Quigg, Glbbs and McCullagh to sell 
positions on the police force. He said 
If Chief Devery waa as bad as Mc- 
Cullagh he ought to be kicked out too. 


The Mayor May Learn. 


The mayor accused 
Mr. Moss of 


being morbid about vice. 
He said 


trevery conducted the city more order- 
ly than It has been any time in his 
memory. The laws are better en- 
forced. The statement that the mayor 
was Interested in pool rooms he de- 
clared was absolutely false.' He never 
had connection with an illegal calling 
anywhere in the world, and he demand- 
ed to be shown any evidence to that 
effect.

OPPOSITION RENEWED. 


Native* Resent Biilisli Occupation of 


Chinese Territory. 


Hong Kong, May 16.—The native op- 


position to the occupation by British 
forces of the new territory opposite Hong 
Kong has suddenly been renewed. About 
800 of the Hong Kong regiment, with ma- 
chine guns, are leaving here, while the 
volunteers have been warned to be in 
; eadiness for any emergency. The Brit- 
ish second-class gunboat Swift, accom- 
panied by three other gunboats, is pro- 
ceeding to sea under sealed orders. 
These warships have 500 men on board. 
The territory back of the Hinterland is 
also disturbed, and Chinese troops have 
been sent there. 


Reports from Pekin say that the Rus- 


sian demand for a new railroad conces- 
sion connecting Pekin with Russia's 
present railroad system in Manchuria is 
still exciting- the gravest anxiety there. 
The chief Chinese officials are having 
constant consultations with the dowager 
empress. It appears to be the general 
opinion that it is intended the lines 
should start from Kirwin or Mukden, 
and run direct to Pekin by way of Shohol. 


The Germans and Japanese are par- 


ticularly uneasy on the subject of this 
move on the part of the Russians, and it 
IF said there is a feeling among the prom- 
inent Chinese that the moment has come 
to make every effort in the direction of 
securing British sympathy and aid. 


When Russia obtained the concession 


of Port Arthur and Talienwan, Niu- 
Chwang was the only treaty port in 
Manchuria. Since Russia could not get 
control of the treaty port, where the 
other powers already had a foothold, 
the object of the Russian government 
was t« isolate Niu-Chwang so far as 
possible and give such facilities to 
Talienwan as would make that the lead- 
ing port of the province. 
To that end 


Russia's Manchuria railway system was 
designed to leave Niu-Chwang in the 
lurch, and to connect Talienwan by a 
branch railway, running through south- 
ern Kinchau, Hsinyen, Fushon, Kaichou, 
Haicheng, Maoyang, Moukden, and 
thence to Kirin. This district produces 
about 70 percent of the exports of Niu- 
Chwang, all qf which would have been 
lost to that port and transferred 
to 


Talienwan had the plan of isolation suc- 
ceeded. 
To obviate the . J_.,ess of this 


design, an extension of the Chinese 
northern railway was projected by Brit- 
ish enterprise to connect Niu-Chwang 
with Pekm by way of Tientsin and Shan- 
Hai-Kwen, the existing road then hav- 
ing it's terminus at the latter point. 
After constant opposition from Russian 
diplomacy, the concession for this Brit- 
ish extension was at last obtained by a 
company, whose prospectus stated that 
a contract had been entered into with 
the Chinese authorities as "arranged 
with the knowledge of her majesty's 
government." 


Already the Chinese government has 


caused annoyance to the British in- 
vestors by defaulting in payments guar- 
anteed on the line. 


Of this the London Times said re- 


cently: 
"There is, of-course, not the 


smallest doubt that the Chinese will be 
compelled to pay up the instalments 
in arrears, with interest 
Those who 


have put their money into the undertak- 
ing need feel no anxiety on that ac- 
count. 
The incident is untoward, not 


because it threatens the investors with 
Immediate pecuniary loss, Hut because 
it is an indication of the spirit of bad 
faith in which the present Chinese rail- 
way administration regards its engage- 
ments with this country. 
Considering 


the great powers with which it is en- 
trusted, this is a serious matter to the 
capitalists who have loaned the money 
and to the British government, on the 
faith of whose assurances the money 
most unquestionably waa advanced." 


Continuing, TJie Times attributes this 


to the appointment of Chang Yi to be 
practically sole-acting Chinese director. 
"He is notoriously hostile to England, 
and there is good reason to believe him 
to be thoroughly corrupt. 
He bought 


his appointment, and, as it brings him no 
salary, he recoups himself by other 
means. 
Some of these are known, while 


others, perhaps, are only suspected. 


"We cannot, of course, for a moment 


sanction the suggestion that in all his 
intrigue Chang has been merely the tool 
of Russia. 
But, while we refuse to ad- 


mit a supposition so discreditable to a 
great power, we must needs acknowl- 
edge that the fruits of Chang's policy 
are exactly those which Russia might 
have been suspected of desiring1. It re- 
mains for us to teach Mm that a policy 
of this kind is not to be prosecuted with 
Impunity. 
The lesson must be an ob- 


ject lesson. 
'Empty words' will but 


confirm him and all his breed In the be- 
lief that we lack means or resolution to 
enforce our rights and to punish bad 
faith."

Metallized Wood. 


The- following process, invented by 


Mr. Kubennick, for metallizing wood, 
it thus described by Les Mondes: "The 
wood is first immersed for three or four 
days, according to its permeability, in 
a caustic alkaline lye (calcareous soda) 
at a temperature of from 75 to 90 de- 
grees. Thence it passes immediately 
into a bath of bydrosnlphite of calcium, 
to which is added, after 24 or £6 hours, 
m concentrated solution of ralphnr in 
canstio potash. The duration of this 
bath i* about 48 hours, and its tempera- 
ture is from 35 to 50 degrees. Finally 
toe wooQ it immersed for 30 or 50 hours 
iu a hot solution (35 to 50 degrees) of 
acetate of lead. The process, as may bo. 
seen, is a long one, but the results aro 
surprising. Tne wood thus prepared, 
after having undergone a proper drying 
at a moderate temperature, acquires un- 
der a burnisher of hard wood a polished 
mrfaco and assumes a very brilliant 
metallic luster. This luster is still fur- 
ther increased if the surface of tbe wood 
be'first Tubbed with a piece of lead, tin 
or zinc and be afterward polished with 
t glass or porcelain burnisher. The, 
wood thus assumes tho appearance of a 
irne metallic mirror and is very Mild* 
«ad regjataut.--Invention.

Cornell offered to buy the lands then 
available at the highest market price, 
60 cents au acre. 


The bulk of this estate was in the 


pine forests of Wisconsin and' has besji 
so judiciously managed that the property 
is now said to yield something like $1,- 
000 a day. Cornell university has al- 
ready received from the sale of timber 
and resale of certain lands between §4, - 
000,000 and $5,000,000 and still pos- 
sesses valuable property.—Eau Claire 
Cor.

A B«minUcence of Diplomacy Under Alex- 


ander II of Kiuaia—The Czar a lover 
of Dorky Anecdote and Dialect—Amer- 
ican Whiiky For Hia Cellar. 
"I was in Paris," said Colonel W. F. 


M. McCarthy of this city, "that I be- 
came acquainted with an aid of the 
Czar Alexander II. The Russians are 
greatly interested in applied chemistry 
and novel mechanical devices for war- 
fare. I had some ideas on these subjects 
wbicb an aid asked me to put before 
bis superiors. The Grand Duke Constan- 
tine was there, and I was presented to 
bim. Our interviews finally led to my 
going to St. Petersburg, where I was 
presented to the czar himself. 


"I first met the emperor in tbe Win- 


ter palace ouo morning at 9 o'clock. He 
was an early riser, and tbo machinery 
of tbe court was all in operation by that 
hour. His majesty received me kindly 
and at once put me at my easo. 'I love 
Americans,' he said, witb a smile, and 
I soon learned that this was true, An- 
drew G. Curtin of Pennsylvania was 
tben minister from tho United States at 
the imperial court, and there was no- 
body in whose society the czar took more 
satisfaction. 


"I'll never forget tbe mysterious er- 


rand upon which I was dispatched one 
cold and stormy nigbt by, and I may 
say with, General Curtin, as ha was 
universally called in St. Petersburg. 
My entry into the emperor's secret serv- 
ice bad by tbat time become an accom- 
plished fact. I bad become a Russian, 
had sworn allegiance to tbe czar, spir- 
itual and temporal, and had been en- 
tered on tbo official list of the chancel- 
lerie as Vasili ilakroff. William F. 
Mason McCarthy ceased to exist from 
that hour, at least in Russia. A mes- 
senger bad come asking me to the 
American legation at 8 o'clock tbat 
evening, 
'without uniform.' 
These 


words naturally excited my curiosity. 
I wore tha imperial crown on the col- 
lar of my uniform coat, and in that 
dress passed at will through tee streets 
of St. Petersburg by day or by night. 
For I was supposed to lie all the -while 
on my imperial master's business. 
When I got to tbe embassy, I learned, 
to my surprise, tbat tbe minister and I 
were to visit the czar incognita 


"General Cnrtin had a parcel onder 


bis arm when we reached tbe palace, 
and to my amazement be was prompt- 
ly admitted without question to the 
czar's private apartments. I followed 
after bim. The emperor at once dismiss- 
ed bis attendants, gave us hearty hand 
shakes and bade ns be seated in front of 
a cbeery coal fire in a large comforta- 
ble looking sitting room. General Cur- 
tin was evidently very much at home 
there, and from the packet under his 
arm be now produced a large black bot- 
tle. A servant brougfat lemons, crack- 
ed ice, a silver bowl containing a mag- 
nificent bunch of mint, loaf sugar, ver- 
month and brandy. And thereupon in 
my presence the American minister 
gave tbe czar lessons in the art of mak- 
ing mint juleps and whisky cocktails. 


"The whisky -was old Monongahela 


rye, 
sent to General Gnrtin from the 


state of Pennsylvania, of which be bad 
been governor. His majesty said be had 
never tasted" any thing so good in his life 
as the juleps, and he forthwith commis- 
sioned General Curtin to order for the 
imperial cellars a large quantity of the 
rye whisky, wbicb be bad never beard 
of until after tbe arrival of Curtin in 
St Petersburg 
Ten barrels of Monon- 


gahela rye -were shipped from Pennsyl- 
vania not long afterward to the czar. 
You'd never guess my part in tbe fes- 
tivities. It "was nothing more nor less 
than telling nigger stories. Of 'course I 
knew plenty of them, having been 
brought up in the south in. antebellum 
days, and tbe czar never tired of bear- 
ing them. Folklore tales and the quaint 
conversation between Br'er Rabbit and 
Br'er B'ar delighted him- Afterward, 
at the czar's request, I sent to New 
York for all tbe books of this descrip- 
tion I could get 


"General Curtin won the affection of 


his majesty by his genial personality, 
his fund of anecdote and Ms unaffected 
sincerity. He would tell story after 
story of American life and incident, at 
many of which Alexander laughed as 
merrily as a schoolboy. 'I love to be 
with men,' hewould say. 'Hove Amer- 
icans as I hate sycophants.' He was 
heard to say more than once that the 
happiest hours of his life were thoso 
passed in this way with General Curtin. 


"The peculiar affection for the Unit- 


ed States cherished in Russia, in spite 
of tbe Russians' dislike for foreigners 
in general, is a national, a religions 
sentiment. In every Russian church the 
visitor is impressed—if aa American be 
is astounded—by the prominent posi- 
tion in which he beholds three great 
portraits displayed with reverence and 
deep siguificanca Tbe first is that of 
Peter the Great, the father of Russia, 
a« we know it. The second is tbat of 
Abraham Lincoln, the liberator, The 
third is tbat of Alexander. That was 
an evening to be treasured up ia mem- 
ory. "—New York Sun.

THE COTTON GIN. 


Bow » Woman Helped Whitney to Per- 


fect His Great Invention. 


"Recollections of Washington and 


Hib ]Meuds" is contributed to The Cen- 
tury by Martha Littlofiold Phillips. 
They wero takeu down from the lips of 
the author's grandmother, who was the 
youngest daughter of General JNathan- 
ael Greene. The following is one ,of tho' 
stories: 


"During my life at Dungeness a cir- 


cumstance occurred there of some his- 
toric and scientific interest and in re- 
gard to which much erroneous state- 
ment has been made. I refer to the in- 
vention of the cotton gin by Eli Whit- 
ney and my mother's connection with 
it. The facts, briefly stated, wero about 
as follows: While spending the previ- 
ous summer at Newport, R. I., my 
mother became acquainted with Mr. 
Whitney and grew much interested in 
the outcome of tho experiments he was 
then making in tho interest of his pro- 
jected gin. To assist in his enterprise, 
my mother invited him to spend the 
"following winter at Dungeness, where 
an abundance of cotton and quiet could 
be assured. Mr. Whitney accordingly 
came to Dung-aess, and diligently pur- 
ened his experiments, a room in the 
fifth story having been specially fitted 
for his nse as an inventor. One morn- 
ing he descended headlong into the 
drawing room, where a number of 
guests were assembled and excitedly 
exclaimed, 'The victory is mine!' In 
deep sympathy with him the guests 
and hostess went with him to his work- 
shop. Whitney set his model in motion. 
For a few moments the miniature saws 
revolved without hindrance and the 
separation of the seed from the cotton 
wool was successfully accomplish, but 
after a little the saws cloggeiwith lint, 
the -wheel stopped, and poor Whitney 
was in despair.

One pound makes over 200 cups, 


A Protest Aftlust Dramatic DemoMtxa- 


tions In Trials by Jury. 


There is a practice thu universal 


prevalence of which in our existing 
trials by jury makes justice a misno- 
nier. It is a practice whose evils, EO 
far as I can, discover, have never beeu 
commented bpou, or even appreciated, 
by the press, public or individuals. I 
refer to the whole method by which, 
tight or wrong, innocence or guilt is 
Eought to lie proved-by the counsel on 
either side. 


Assume, for instance, a criminal oaeo 


—for tho same method is applied, 
though usually to a lesser degree, to 
civil contests. Beginning with tho 
opening arraignment by the prosectr- 
tiou, thence through the examination 
and cross examination of the witnesses, 
the display of exhibits, on to the very 
end of the final harangues of the oppos- 
ing counsel, the dramatic is never lost 
sight of. 


The emotions, not the intelligence, of 


tho jurors are appealed to throughout. 


In a typical murder case which re- 


cently gratified the morbidly sensational 
element of the entire country the dis- 
trict 
attorney 
arose 
impressively, 


glanced about him ominously and then, 
with a tremulously tragic voice, proceed- 
ed to arraign the accused, charging him 
outright with tho crime, practically as- 
suming without doubt that ho v.-as 
guilty and endeavoring by the use of 
every wile of the orator'n art to sway 
tho jury to his mode ol'thinkiug. And 
this before the minutest bit of evidence 
had been taken. 


Is eloquence a proper ad Janet to our 


jurisprudence? 


Heretic though I may be, I hold em- 


phatically and with qualification that it 
is not. It has no place in a hall of jus- 
tice, where, we are led to believe, the 
truth and only the truth is to be brought 
out. Eloquence, as manifested by ora-- 
tory, is inimical to truth, which can 
only be discovered and established by 
calm, unprejudiced and dispassionate 
investigation. 


Eloquence appeals to the emotions, 


and its victories are obtained by trick- 
ery—the trickery of masterful verbiage 
playing upon sensitive but unreasoning 
ears. 


The claim that cannot be justified be- 


fore the reason cannot bo valid. Elo- 
quence is the weapon of falsity. Truth 
and right do not require its use. The 
sphere of eloquence is the stage. In the 
pulpit, before the bar of justice and in 
the hall of legislation it is a source of 
unlimited evil. 


I hold that for the accomplishment 


of justice all the theatric displays, all 
eloquence, all excitants to the emotions, 
should be banished from our courts of 
law by sentiment if not by. regulation. 
They have no place there. 


Judicial procedure should be along 


the lines similar to the investigation of 
scientific propositions and discoveries. 
The establishment of right or wrong, 
guilt or innocence, is something to be 
effected by cold, prosaic, rigid inquiry, 
step by step, as analogous tk may be to 
mathematical demonstration. 


We shall have to wait long for the 


time when this is recognized, but it will 
be in the indefinite future, and when 
that time does come we may be more 
confident that our courts of justice are 
such in something more than same."- 
Criterion.

XJBE PROPOSITION WITHDBAWN 


The expected did not happen in the 


city council last night. The proposition 
to lease a school house site from the 
hospital corporation was not laid bo- 
fore tha council. It was withdrawn at 
the last moment. And it was a very 
•wise thing to withdraw it, for the 
temper of the council and the people 
•was not to be trifled with. It is a ques- 
tion whether the proposition 
would 


have gotten as far as a committee had 
it been presented to the council. Now 
the school committee have an oppor- 
tunity. And the hospital corporation 
has an opportunity, too. The city needs 
a school house site and the hospital 
corporation has land to sell. Let the 
hospital corporation and the 
school 


committee get together and agree on a 
fair price for a suitable site and they 
will find the city council very willing 
to ratify the agreement. Reasonable 
liberality shown the hospital corpora- 
ton will not be frowned upon by the 
council, but it must be remembered 
that the council is not ready and will 
not be ready to pass favorably upon 
any extravagant deals. 


IS IT A GOOD BARGAIN ! 


The city council has voted unani- 


mously the last sum of money that will 
be requested from the city for the nor- 
mal school. All told, the city has given 
$40,500 to the school. This is quite a 
large' sum. of money and the city has a 
right to ask if it has been wisely ex- 
pended. Numerous arguments can be 
made to prove that it has been wisely 
expended. It can be shown that the 
locating of the school here has very 
materially added to the taxable value 
of property in the normal school sec- 
tion, adding to the amount raised by 
taxation a sum that would far more 
than pay the interest on the $40,500. It 
can also be shown that the school 
brings great benefits to one of our 
largest public schools, that it intro- 
duces a most desirable element in our 
public life, that its influence in the 
community is for the highest good and 
that it elevates the standards of edu- 
cation in this city and is helpful in 
many ways in making our community 
life richer and higher. These are valu- 
able returns to receive for the expendi- 
ture- of $40,500, but there is a, return, 
very often overlooked, that is decidedly 
appealing. 


There are now 95 student^ In the 


normal school and of these 27 are from 
North Adams homes, almost one third 
-of the whole student body. The years 
of the immediate future will see this 
number greatly increased and prove 
that always a very large per cent, of 
the normal school attendance will be 
EODB ' and daughters of North Adams 
parents. This demonstrates that prac- 
tically this city is given an institution 
of higher education, one that will send 
out young men and young women' 
taught for and trained for one of the 
highest of callings. 
Argue 
if 
you 


choose that not all of our young people 
want to be teachers, and the argument 
will be met by the statement that all 
•who choose to study at the normal 
school need not follow a teacher's vo- 
cation. There remains the one Im- 
portant fact that the normal school 
places within the reach of the young 
men and- young women «£ this com- j 
munity, whose means are limited, a 
valuable education and training, fitting 
them for the struggles and duties of 
life far above the high school piano 
and not very far below the plane of 
the college. 


This institution and its great advan- 


tage* we have secured for the small 
expenditure of $40,300, not enough to 
build and equip an eight-room school 
house. And we have it without being 
assessed one penny for Its expensive 
maintenance. 
Have we made a good 


bargain? Bo we owe any gratitude to 
ihc public-spirited men who grasped 
the situation, foresaw the benefits and 
Buccessfully fought for a normal school 
for North Adams?

BEAUTIFUL EVILi

Villain of Romwco. 


If the revulsion from romanticism to 


realism which has taken place in the 
higher class of flotiou could descend al- 
so to the lower, it would go far toward 
the correction of an influence baleful in 
the extreme to thousands of young lives. 
But unhappily such a reform is impos- 
sible in the very nature of things, for in 
proportion as fiction becomes true to 
life it takes rank with the higher order, 
and thus passes beyond the class of 
readers by whom it is most needed. 


For thip evil influence of low sensa- 


tional literature the newspaper must 
ehare the responsibility with the cheap 
novel A splendid villain is always a 
more interesting character than a dis- 
gusting brute, so whatever nature or 
fortune may have done to favor a crim- 
inal is usually grossly exaggerated. If 
he happens to possess comeliness of per- 
son, grace of manner or intelligence 
above the common in his class, the pub- 
lio is usually regaled with rhapsodical 
descriptions of his beauty, refinement 
and intellect, and even visitors to his 
cell are apt to be so hypnotized by their 
reading and their own fancy that they 
fail to discover the exaggeration. 


Tho typical rascal is never tne hero 


that romance, whether in the dime nov- 
el or the newspaper, pictures him. His 
intelligence is, as a rule, of a very low 
order, confined to keenness and cun- 
ning, which act in the narrow circle of 
first preying upon hi3 victims and then, 
trying to outwit justice. Compare it 
with the intelligence wljich works for 
good. His courage is generally greatly 
overestimated. He rarely fights except 
when he has the overwhelming advan- 
tage or when he is driven into a cor- 
ner. His magnanimity and amiability 
— qualities especially credited to him 
by writers and readers of the low ro- 
mantic school — are myths. They are no 
part of his business, save as they serve 
to cloak his villainy. Pure selfishness 
or at best physical temperament is at 
the bottom of his good humor, apparent 
generosity and even his family affec- 
tion, for when the crucial test comes he 
will sacrifice anybody and everybody to 
self. The proverbial "honor among 
thieves" holds good only to a certain 
point. The moment it becomes clear 
that no advantage, direct or indirect, 
remains to the individuals of the gang 
the vaunted honor is thrown to the 
winds, the gang disbands, each clutch- 
es what he can from the wreck of their 
common fortunes and henceforth preys 
upon his former pals with no more com- 
punction than he feels in preying upon 
the rest of the world. — Edward C. 
Jackson in North American Review.

AMERICAN LUMBER SUPPLY. 


Tb« Planting or Forests Likely to Be an 


Important Industry. 


Looking not very far into tha future, 


it eeema that the planting of American 
forests will become a prodnctive"indns- 
try. Preservation of old forests, with 
their masses of dry underbrush and fire 
jnvitiug collections of dry leaves, may 
be advisablte for some reasons. These 
immense masses of firewood undoubted- 
ly tend to collect snow, which, by iU 
gradual melting, furnishes a supply to 
the water reservoirs beneath the surface 
of the ground. Snow thaws leas quickly 
under the shade of trees than in the 
bright sunlight. Less water, therefore, 
runs to supply floods and freshets than 
when the enow is made to pass away 
gradually. But this question does not 
affect the splid timber interests. 


In old forests, where there is a-strug- 


gle for life among the trees by reason 
of their growing so thickly together, 
the result is the necessity of waiting 
many years before the trees will reach 
a size to make them desirable for tim- 
ber purposes. Where trees have room to 
grow and are properly cared for most 
kinds of An^ricflii trees will furnish 
useful timber tou£0 or 30 years, and for 
many other proposes they can be em- 
ployed even younger. It takes well on 
to a century for the struggling trees in 
a dense wood to have any marketable 
value. 


While good timber is becoming grad- 


ually scarcer on account of our annual 
forest fires, rising from the conditions 
already stated, the demand is increasing, 
and, what is more remarkable, Europe 
is already calling on America for a sup- 
ply of lumber. American oak especially 
is iu great demand in the old world, 
while our black walnut is closely fol- 
lowing iu its wake. Our lighter woods 
also—such as the tulip tree and poplar 
—arc coming into great demand there 
for packing boxes and cases where light 
weight is a great object. Those who are 
interested iu forestry in our country 
should take np the matter of encourage- 
ment of forest planting. It will soon be 
a greater question than forest preserva- 
tion.—Meehan's Monthly. 


ANCIENT POLITICAL "RINGS." 


Insurance Patrol Works as Faithfully Tar 


the Poor as For Those Who Are Insured. 
There is an article in St. Nicholas on 


"The Fire Patrol," written by Charles 
T. Hill, who has contributed a series of J 
papers to that magazine on the New 
York fire ^apartment. Mr. Hill says: 


At toes in the homes of the poor these 


detachments of the patrol work just as 
earnestly and conscientiously to save 
property as they would in the expensive- 
ly turnished mansions of the rich. At 
tenement house fires they are of great 
service. First, they aid in getting the 
paople out; then, gathering -the goods 
together, the patrolmen protect them 
from water vith tarpaulin covers. The 
majority ot these fires break out in the 
basements or cellars, then, following 
the air and light shafts to the top floor, 
they spread and do the greatest damage 
in the upper stories. To extinguish" these 
fires the other floors below have to be 
flooded, and were it not for the fire pa- 
trol in many cases the poor families 
would lose everything they owned. 


One of the captains of the patrol re- 


marked: "Why, it would do your heart 
good if you could hear how profuse 
these poor people are in their thanks, 
and the blessings they shower on us 
when they find we've saved their things. 
They go running around, wringing their 
hands and crying, 'Everything's lost, 
everything's lost I 
1 And then, when the 


fire is out, we lead them back and show 
them their things, as dry as a chip un- 
der the covers, and—well, say, there 
isn't anything they wouldn't do for us. 
Half the time they're not insured, and 
it isn't our business to protect people 
who are not, but we're not supposed to 
know everything, and our orders are to 
protect property first and find out 
whether it ia insured afterward, and it 
is not onr fault if we save the little all j 
of a lot of poor creatures who half the 
time haven't a, change of clothes to their 
backs. You bet we get to work just as 
quick in & tenement house fire as in a 
big house on Fifth avenue, and we do 
the same work in both places, no mat- 
ter whether it's for the rich or the poor." 


Edward Ill's Jirum Corps. 


Probably introduced from the east, it 


is frequently mentioned in" the accounts 
of the first crusade. When Edward HI 
and his queen made their triumphal en- 
try into Calais, "tambours," or drums, 
were among tho instruments which 
were played in their honor. Another of 
these was called a "naker.," or kettle- 
drum, taken, together with its name, 
from the Arabs. The poet Chaucer also 
mentions this instrument iu his descrip- 
tion of the tournament in the "Knightes 
Talau"

Olden Time Schemes TOT Obtaining Wealth 


and Power. 


The evil of monopolies and rings was 


known to ancients, Aristotle referring 
to them in his "Politics," and then, as 
now, it was found nec%sary to hold 
them in check by legislation. The mo- 
nopolist was in Roman law called a 
dardanarius and punished under the 
Lex Julia 'de Aunoua. Monopolies of 
clothing, fish and all articles of food 
were prohibited by the Emperor Zeno 
under pain of confiscation and exile, so 
that it is certain that the "rings" of 
the ancient days were as mischievous as 
they are now. At Athens a law lim- 
ited the amount of a corn a man might 
buy. The earliest recorded instance we 
have was a corn "ring." 


There is an ancient tradition that the 


king who made Joseph his prime min- 
ister and committed into his hands the 
entire administration of Egypt was 
Apepi. 
Apepi was one of the shep- 


herd kings and ruled over the whole of 
Egypt as Joseph's pharaoh seems to 
have done. The prime minister during 
seven years of remarkable plenty bought 
up every bushel of corn beyond the ab- 
solute needs of the Egyptians and stored 
it. During the terrible famine that fol- 
lowed he was able to get his own price 
and bartered corn successively for the 
Egyptian money, cattle and land, and, 
taking one-fifth for pharaoh, made him 
supremely wealthy. It was not merely 
a provident act, but a very politic one, 
his policy being to centralize power in 
the monarch's hands.—London An- 
swers.

HORSE POWER ENGINE, 


Will b; Installed in Canedy-Clark Fac. 


This Week. 


A bi? addition to the equipment of 


the Canedy-Clark shoe factory -\vill be 
made this week, when a new engine of 
considerably greater power than tho 
old one will be installed. A new en- 
gine house has been built in the court 
of the factory, and the foundations 
are all prepared. 
The engine was 


shipped yesterday, and is expected 
within a. short time. 


The new engine is a Fitchburg make, 


and is of 100 horse power. The engine 
it replaces is only of about 45 horse 
power. This change has been made 
necessary by the gradual increase in 
the equipment of the factory with new 
machinery during the last few years, 
until more power became absolutely 
necessary to run all the machinery. 


The factory is now using all its avail- 


able space with machines, and the out- 
look for business is most satisfactory. 


The old engine, which -will be taken 


out as soon as the new one is in place, 
will be taken to the new Clark biscuit 
company plant in the H. T. Cady 
factory building, to be used by the new 
concern.

THE MODERN MANGLE.^ 


boning Machine* With a Daily Capacity 


of Many Thousands of Pieces. 


Mangles in one form and another have 


been used for hundreds of years, br.t the 
steam mangle of the present day is es- 
sentially a modem machine. Steam man- 
gles are made of various sizes, with rolls 
ranging in length from 48 inches to 120 
inches. One of the rolls is of hollow 
steel and heated with steam. Tha auxil- 
iary rolls are'of iron, covered with cot- 
tpn cloth and blankets or felting. Steam 
mangles are made also with two hofc 
rolls. In ironing such things as sheets 
and tablecloths by band, it is customary 
to iron one side only. Steam mangles 
with a single hot roll iron iu that man- 
ner. With two hot rolls the steam man- 
gle irons with a smooth finish on both 
sides. 


Mangles are used only for flat articles; 


for things without buttons or buckles; 
for sheets and pillow cases, tablecloths 
and napkins, towels and handkerchiefs, 
and so on." Mangles of the largest siza 
will iron of a betel's washing, taken 
just as it comes, 14,000 pieces in a day; 
of small pieces, such as napkins, they 
will iron four times as many pieces in a 
day. 


From the washing machine the things 


go to an extractor to be dried. Tho ex- 
tractor revolves at a high speed, and the 
moisture is whirled out by centrifugal 
action. From the extractor, just damp 
enough to work well, the things go, to j 
the mangle. Such things as sheets aro 
fed into tho great ironing machine by 
two men, each holding a corner. There 
is a fixed table, as long as the rolls, at- 
tached to the machine on the other side. 
Two men receive the sheet there and 
fold it. In ironing small pieces like 
napkins and towels on snch a machine 
they would be fed in by a row of girls 
mauding on one side and be received by 
another row of girls on the other side. 
On the largest machines there would 
be six or eight girls on each side. Amer- 
ican steam mangles are used not only in 
this country, bnt they are sold in all the 
countries of Europe as well 


A great many mangles ate made with 


wood rolls of polished maplo. Such 
mangles are sometimes operated 
by 


power, but commonly by hand. They 
are used iu hotels and laundries and res- 
tanrants and for household work. Man- 
gles with wood rolls are exported to the 
various countries of Spanish America 
and to South Africa and Australia.—•

' •Washington, Jlay 16.—So much of a 
recent report from Admiral Kautz, upon 
Samoan affairs as touches the killing of 
a number of American sailors by Mat- 
aafa's adherents, near Apia, on April 1 
has been made public by Secretary Long. 
The report is an elaboration of the de- 
scription of the affair cabled at the time 
from Auckland. 


Admiral Kautz says the expedii j ;.i was 


projected by Captain Sturde« 
o£ tba 


Porpoise. For several nights preceding 
the sentries had been fired upon by tho 
natives, and it became necessary to drive 
the aggressors away. Admiral Kautz 
says that it was the opinion of all the 
officers who had the matter in charge 
that'the force -was ample to do the work 
without risk. It is safe to say, says the 
admiral, that after Lieutenant? Free- 
man and Lansdale had conferred to- 
gether they did what they deemed best 
under the circ'umstances.-and' the disas- 
ter that followed, could not be foreseen. 


Admiral Kautz appends the reports.of 


the surviving officers of the expedition, 
which were transmitted toy Captain 
White of the Philadelphia. In his letter 
•of transmittal the captain commends in 
the strongest terms the work of Passed 
Assistant Surgeon Lung. He says: "At 
times when the fire from the concealed 
• natives was thickest and at all times, by 
his example, he encouraged the young 
and inexperienced men to the proper per- 
formance of duty. On the completion of 
-the work of his profession he assumed 
-command- of our 
bluejackets 
and 


marched them to the tTnited States con- 
sulate." 


Captain White describes at some length ' 


the • happenings of April 1 as gathered 
from examination of the petty officers 
and men engaged in-the fight. He says 
that several excursions fiad been made 
into the beach back of Apia during the 
last 10 days of March. Very few natives 
had been observed, anfl when seen they 
always fled when fired upon by the Colt 
automatic gun. Lieutenant 
Lansdale 


set great store by the gun and frequently 
operated it himself. 
Says 
Captain 


White: 


"He appears to have depended greatly 


upon the gun when the party was am- 
bushed on April 1. Twice it did not func- 
tion, and time was lost in overhauling 
it and great delay consumed in trying to 
get it through the wire fence. 


"Lieutenant Laaisdale was loath to 


abandon it, but the fire was so galling 
that before he was wounded he was com- 
pelled to scatter the important parts and 
leave it behind. Prudence led him to de- 
ploy his men in open order. The thicket 
was so dense that after the order for re- 
treat was sounded it was not possible 
for the groups to render each other mu- 
tual support. 


"Lieutenant Lansdale was wounded 


below the knee soon after the Colt was 
abandoned, and was rendered incapable 
of marching. 
He was assisted by his 


men. 
One of them, N. E. Edsall, was ' 


mortally wounded in so doing. 
It is 


in evidence most clear that when Ensign 
Monaghan discovered that Lieutenant 
Lansdale was wounded he used his best 
c'ndeavors to convey him to the rear, and 
seizing a rifle from a disabled man made ! 
a brave defense, but undoubtedly he ' 
fell very shortly after joining him, and 
the hostiles, flushed with success, bore 
down on our men in this vicinity. 
The 


men were not in sufficient numbers to 
hold out any longer, and they were 
forced along by a fire which it was im- 
possible to withstand. 
Ensign Mona- 


ghan did stand." 


The last report of the series is made 


by Passed Assistant Surgeon Lung, who 
was with the expedition, and details 
closely every movement. 
Ke says that 


the greatest caution was used to prevent 
a surprise while passing through the 
ravine and along the -cross -.road, where 
the affair occurred. 
Both sides of the 


road were lined with heavy barbed wire 
fence, which could not be broken down. 
The situation was a most unfavorable 
one for the expedition, as the hostiles 
were posted on the crest of th,e bluff so 
well entrenched that they-could not be 
seen, and their presence w;as only made. 
known by their firing. The Americans 
and British at the first fire advanced 
along the road a lit£le, then dropped' 
in the ditch at the "roadside and returned j 
several volleys. - The Colt failed again, ' 
and this fact, says Surgeon Lung, prob- 
ably helped to bring on the disaster that, 
followed.

The hostiles were closing around the 


eastern end of the line, but they could 
not be charged because of the barb wire 
fence, so a retreat was-ordered, which 
encouraged the enemy to increase their' 
fire. 
The retreat waSjOrderly at first, 


and was agreed to by Lieutenants? Cave, 
and Perkins, but,'says'SurgeW"Lung, In- 
a few minutes everybody remaining 6n' 
the high ground came, through the sec- 
ond wire in a confused retreat, flounder- 
ing, staggering and falling in the deep' 
mud along the trees. 
The enemy 'fol- 


lowed persistently and-poured a terrific' 
are.In this hollow Lansdale, Monaghan 
and Edsall received their death wounds, 
Monaghan losing his life" in an heroic 
effort to save his shipmate,' Lansdale. 
Reaching the beach, Lieutenant Perkins, 
gathered his few, marines with the Brit- 
ish" marines, while the surgeon assumed 
command of the bluejackets, who had 
been led by Lansdale and Monaghan, and 
also rallied some 10 or 15 marines and 
sailors who were without an officer. 


Surgeon Lung; expresses the conviction • 


that the entire command would have 
been killed had they not retreated when 
they did. 
Considering the odds they 


had to contend against, the enemy'being 
about 300 strong, the men behaved re- 
markably well. 
The enemy beheaded 


the officers killed, and' in the case of 
enlisted men cut off the right ears of the 
British and both «ars of the Americans. 
Lieutenant Freeman also bad his ears 
cut oil.

because of want of moisture. 
In Con- 


neticut and Rhode Island the shower of 
the 13th has been very beneficial. 


Grass generally suffers most. 
Oats 


are up in the south, and are being sown 
most in the northern sections. A large 
acreage of potatoes has been planted in 
the south, and are being put in in the 
north. 
The soil is rather dry for the 


germination of planted corn. Stock has 
been turned out to pasture, but finds the 
feed rather short. 


Pruit is blooming; apples moderately; 


pears, plums, apricots and other fruits 
quite well. Strawberries are doing very 
well in the three southern states. The 
cranberry, bogs are being, drained.

Cannon crackers were thrown, and these 
exploding under the horses made them 
frantic. There were six of these ani- 
mals. The musicians were on top of the 
wagon. A serious runaway might have 
resulted had not one .of the leaders 
stumbled and fell, dragging d<5wn the 
other horses with him. The students 
meanwhile kept up a merciless bom- 
bardment with eggs and vegetables. 


On the- rpturn the parade wheeled into 


John lane, and the students made a 
grand rush to head off the procession. 
Again the employes of the circus were 
rotten egged. The cowboys and Indiana 
finally charged the students and used 
their whips freely. 
That was the turning point of the af- 


fair. Stung by the whips and bruised 
by the riders running into them, the 
students became ugly and in a moment 
the missiles that were annoying, but not 
dangerous, were replaced by stones, and 
the fight 'became serious. Revolvers 
were drawn, but the owners fired over 


: the heads of the enemy. Some of the 


Mexican or South American cowboys un- 
slung their bolas and> used these with 
great effect, the leaden covered ends 
being exceedingly effective. The cow- 
boys charged the crowd several times 
and rode down those who could not get 
out of the way. 
In this manner Edwarci Dillon, a col- j 


ored man, was knocked down, kicked in 
the head by a pony and had his skulll

fractured* A student was injured by a 
pony trampling upon him and being in- 
jured by a bola, and another was struck 
by an Indian with one of the snake 
whips.' Many wore less severely hurt. 


At 2 o'clock in the afternoon posters 


were put up all over the town calling a 
"mass meeting of the students" in Alex- 
ander hall at 5 o'clock p. m. The whole 
undergraduate 'body attended. Presi- 
dent Pattor.' said that, although he did 
r.ot want la go into the details of the 
affair,, unless he was grossly misin- 
formed.the undergraduates were for the 
most part responsible for the trouble. 


"It was absolutely unnecessary and 


wholly wrong, and I raust say I am 
greatly displeased," he said. "I am sure 
•that-a circus can go on without the in- 
Spiring presence of the undergraduate 
body of Princeton university," he added, 
"and.I am going to make a high-handed 
order in the matter, and with the power 
vested in me as president of the uni- 
versity, I do hereby forbid any student 
g<Mng -to that circus tonight."

Bay State" Legislature. 


Be>Btoii, May 16.—The bill to compel 


railroad companies to carry bicycles as 
bftggage was pa&sed to be engrossed in 
the house on a rising vote, 99 to 47. 


Mr. Simmons offered a substitute for 


the senate bill forbidding the use of the 
state seal and coat-of-arms for adveir- 
-tising and commercial purposes. His 
bill allows corporations now using the 
seal and eoat-of-arms to continue so, 
but no other persons may do so. The 
substitute bill was rejected, as was the 
original bill. 


The bill prohibiting employment of 


women and minors in breweries and dis- 
tilleries and bottling works was en- 
grossed, 72 to 32. 


Mr. Gilpa«ric introduced a bill provid- 


ing that persons, firms and corporations 
engaged in the retail sale of ice must ob- 
tain an annual license from the boards 
of health of cities, or selectmen of towns, 
and shall conform to the provisions of 
Chapter 276 of the acts of 1890. 


The bill allowing the privilege of inter- 


view with employers was rejected by a 
vote of 34 to 62, on a rising vote. Mr. 
Scates pleaded for the bill and instanced 
many cases of the hardship caused by 
the present regulations in many fac- 
tories. 


A bill authorizing the Suffolk county

WHEN HOUSECLEANING 


TIME COMES. 


The labor of hyusecleaning can nowa- 


days be fairly reduced to a science. 
Fiist, no sensible woman thinks of be- 
ginning the overhauling until warm 
weather has come. Before opening the 
campaign against dirt there are some 
small preliminary hints that, if heeded, 
will do much toward lessening the 
xvork. 


For instance, the housekeeper should 


beforehand go over every room with a 
notebook ar.d pencil, jotting down a. list 
of the things which are to be done in 
each place. When the list has been fin- 
ished, all the mending and small re- 
pairs in each room should be gone over 
—all the torn embroidery, curtains or 
linen should be put in order, broken 
rases or china mended or replaced, and 
chairs that need an extra screw be 
fixed. 


In the linen cupboard the linen that 


Is .o be used in each room should be 
systematic-ally laid out, ea-;h piece on 
its particular shelf. This array should 
include clean curtains, towels, bed- 
spreads, cushion covers and doilies. 
When this has been done, the house- 
cleaner- will know just where to find 
each clean article as it is needed. 


Old furniture can with a, little care be 


made to look as good as new by rip- 
ping off the old covering and putting 
on some new upholstering material. 
The new covering is tacked on with a 
border of upholsterer's braid along the 
edge. 


When the furniture has been reno- 


vated, it may be polished up to look as 
bright as one pleases with furniture 
polish. To buy furniture polish is a tri- 
fle extravagant, but a very good quality 
can be made by following this formula: 
Dissolve a dime tablet of whit" paraffin 
wax in turpentine, and mix thr-m well 
together; Beeswax with the turpentine 
may be used instead of the paraffin. 
Another polish is made by mixing equal 
parts of turpentine, spirits of wine, vin- 
egar and linseed oil.. This should al- 
ways be well shaken before using. 
« 


Before applying the polish the furni- 


ture, if soiled, should be washed with 
soap and warm water and allowed to 
dry, then rubbed off with a silk hand- 
kerchief or other soft cloth on which is 
Eome of the polish. The wood should 
again be rubbed with a soft cloth when 
dry. 


Furniture should by rights be polish- 


ed every week, and for this purpose it 
Is a good plan to keep a soft rag which 
has been moistened in equal parts of 
vinegar and oil. A few drops of am- 
rnonia in the water with which furni- 
ture is washed win remove grease. 


It is well to use carbolic acid soap 


*9 *.<Ji*lnfeotant with the spring scrub- 
bing. The bed frames and other nooks 
and corners, too, arc better for being 
•prinfcled with a disinfectant. 


kemon Juice is a good thing for re- 


moving stains from the keys of the pi- 
ano; it serves to whiten the ivory. 
Grease stains can be removed from 
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anything if a little brown or blotting 
paper is placed between the stain and a 
hot iron. The iron must not touch the 
paper, however, or a white mark will 
be left behind. If the white mark is 
left by accident, a shovelful of hot coals 
should be held over it while it is rubbed 
i\ith a flannel cloth. Iron stains on 
marble may be obliterated by placing 
on the .stain for about 15 minutes a 
little oil of vitriol and then rubbing it 
off with a soft cloth. Vitriol is a deadly. 


thrashed with old brooms, which will 
remove the dust quite as well as the 
wicker carpet beaters. 


AVhen the carpets have been beaten 


and rearranged so that the worn spots 
can be hidden under pieces of large 
furniture or come well in the shadow, 
where they will be little noticed,, each 
carpet should be gone over with a spe- 
cial cleaning preparation. 


Some housewives buy half a pound of 


soap tree bark and dissolve it in a 
bucket of hot water. In another bucket 
they have clear, warm water. With a 
soft cloth they apply the bark diluted 
in hot water to a section of the carpet 
to be cleaned. Then they quickly wash 
this off with the clear water and dry 
quickly with rags in order that the 
moisture may not penetrate the carpet. 
In this way they go over the entire sur- 
face. As a result, the carpet presents 
a. beautifully clean appearance when 
the process is finished. Of course until 
it is thoroughly dry no one is allowed to 
walk over it. 


When the carpets have been cleaned 


and 
the 
freshly polished 
furniture 


brought in, the clean curtains are put 
up. These should be of muslin, lace or 
some similar fabric for summer. As it 
is mainly through the windows that the 
heat makes its entrance to the house, 
it is an economy to be particular in 
providing them with every advantage 
for comfort. Window screens to keep 
out Insects and sunshades to ward off 
the sun's rays are among these pre- 
cautions. All windows -tfith a southern 
or western exposure should be provided 
with sun blinds. It is not often advisa- 
ble to close the inside blinds, as this 


keepers take up the heavy carpets and 
put. down matting in their place. The 
coolness of matting underfoot, the ease 
with 'which it may be kept clean and 
its'dalnty'appearance recommend it for 
summer use. In cleaning it the matting 
shoilld be rubbed with a..damp cloth, 
never ma'de thoroughly wet. Salt put 
into the water will keep it from turning 
yellow when'cleaned. 


Por washing varnished paints there is 


nothing- better than a soft cloth, warm 
water and soap. A tablespoonful of 
kerosene put into the water in which 
window glass is washed will give a de- 
lightful polish -,o its- surface when it is

Normal School Appropria* 
tion Passed by City Coun- 


cil After Discussion. 


OPPOSITION TO PROMPT ACTION 


Was Overcome by Long Explanation of 


Principal Murdock to the Coun- 


cil. 
Ward 3 School Matter 


Not Introduced. A Rail- 


road Nuisance. 


The appropriation of $7500 for the nor- 


mal school was passed by the city 
council last evening, after consider- 
able discussion. There were no pro- 
visions attached as there were to the 
payment of the $5000 last year for the 
same purpose, but a good many ques- 
tions were asked, and finally Principal 
Murdock was asked to come before- the 
couneil and explain the matter from 
beginning to end. 


This was the chief feature of interest 


at the meeting of the council, but an- 
other matter of almost equal import- 
ance was the failure of the school com- 
mittee to have presented to the coun- 
cil the plan for the paying of $400 a 
year to the hospital for a school site, 
as liad been confidently expected by 
both its friends and opponents. 
Ex- 


cept for a petition that the city do 
something- about the Fitchburg rail- 
road whistling nuisance, the rest of 
the business was routine, consisting 
largely of an order for refunding as 
provided by the legislature. 


All the councilmen except Ladam 


and Mignault were on hand promptly. 
A communication from the mayor in- 
troduced the subject of the appro- 
priation for the normal school and was 
placed on file. 


A petition was read from "William 


Wilbur and others calling attention to 
the fact that the continued whistling 
of the engines on the Fitchburg rail- 
road was a nuisance to the residents 
near the road, and asking that some- 
thing be done in regard to the matter. 
The chair was unable to think of any 
of the standing committees to whom 
such a petition should go, and a mem- 
ber solved the problem by moving that 
the matter be left to the mayor and 
city solicitor. 


An order was introduced authorizing 


the mayor and city treasurer to bor- 
row money during future years in ac- • 
cordance with the act of the legisla- 
ture which allows the city to refund all 
of its debt due each year above the 
sum of 535,000, which is what the city 
will pay each year for the next 28 years. 
The amounts were read off which trie 
city will refund, being the difference 
between what the city owes each year 
and the sum 
of 
$35,000. 
Chairman 


"Whitaker of the finance "committee c-:- 
plained. the matter somewhat for the 
council, and the order was passed. 


Then the normal school matter was 


taken up with the report of the finance 
committee on the state resolve which 
was presented to it last week. Chair- 
man Whitaker reported for the com- 
mittee, saying that the committee had 
investigated the subject carefully, and 
were satisfied that the benefit to be de- 
rived were sufficient to warrant the 
expenditure of the money. The com- 
mittee therefore recommended the ap- 
propriation of the $7500. 


In connection with, the report Mr. 


Whitaker presented a number of in- 
teresting -facts to the council, forming 
a Comparison between what this city 
has done and what other cities with 
normal schools have done for the in- 
stitutions. 


Fitchburg is the city of the four to 


which normal schools were given in 
1S94 which can best be compared with 
this. 
Tfte normal school in Fitchburg 


has received from the state the sum of 
$172,000, while ,the city has given $45,- 
000. 
The school in this city has re- 


ceived, with th^ recently granted $30,- 
000, a total of $170,000, while the city 
has given, with the $7500 passed last 
evening, a total of $40,500. 


At the conclusion of the report Mr. 


Amadon moved that the matter be left 
with a committee of seven to report at 
the July meeting of the council. Mr. 
Wills seconded this motion. Mr. Ama- 
don explained in making it he didn't 
wish to antagonize the school but he 
thought the council had not had the 
matter before it long enough to war- 
rant action. Mr. Perry said the coun- 
cil had known for a long time that the 
matter would come before it sooner or 
later, and wanted Mr. Amadon to give 
another reason for the motion. Mr. 
Amadon promptly accommodated him 
by saying that he thought it should be 
given a public hearing, that the tax- 
payers could know about it, 
Mr. 


Eracewell wasn't so sure about the 
time limit that ought to be placed on 
such a committee but thought the 
council ought to know exactly what 
land it was intended to buy with the 
money. 


Mr. Whitaker spoke in answer, out- 


lining some of the features of the mat- 
ter, emphasizing the statement that in 
all probability this was the last ap- 
propriation from the city that would j 
ever be asked for by the school, and 
giving as the reason for the need of 
having the matter acted upon at once 
the fact that the state board of educa- 
tion meets only once more, the last of 
this month, before October, and that 
if any work is to be done on the new 
property this summer action must be 
taken immediately. 


A request was made by several mem- 


bers of the council that Principal Mur- 
dock, who was in the room as a spec- 
tator, be asked to come before the 
council and explain some phases of the 
matter. This was voted, and Mr. Mur- 
dock spoke at length, outlining the his- 
tory of the normal school's needs, and 
what it was desired to do with the 
money then under discussion. 


He brought out one amusing fact. 


When the city paid the $5000 last year 
it was with the stipulation that none 
of that amount be used for the pur- 
chase of what were known as the syn- 
dicate lots. The money was therefore 
laid aside for the purchase of the 
Leonard property. When- the state 
board of education saw the situation of 
the land they were unwilling that any 
of the state money be'used for the pur- 
chase of the Leonard property. 
This 


"Jack Sprat could eat no fat" arrange- 
ment was easily made, and the motiey 
from the city was carefully la.id aside 
to buy land that money from the state 
could not be used for, while the state's 
money was to buy what the city would 
not touch. This, besides 'being a Joke, 
was practical, and satisfied all con- 
cerned. 


At the conclusion of his talk the 


hearty thanks of the coun ;\\ were 
poured out to Mr. Murdock; Mr. Ama- 
don withdraw his motion for x special 
investigation, council expres«.'d relief 
to know something alxmt it all -and to 
know that there was no bunco Attach- 


ment, and the order was passed, which 
secures for the school a total of $42,- 
500. 


President Wilkinson took occasion 


just before adjournment to correct an 
opinion he had given from the chair 
the week before, in regard to the use 
that was made of the money paid in 
by abutters where paving is done. It 
goes into the city treasury but cannot 
be used except by vote of the council. 


There was no other business, and the 


council was adjourned, while every- 
body began a search to find out where 
the expected ward 3 school matter was.

PRISONER ESCAPES BONDSMAN. 


Why Street Cars Can't Carry Wheels 


Mention has been made in this paper 


of the refusal of the- Spring-field street 
railway to carry disabled bicycles, and 
there will be general interest among 
local wheelmen in the reasons given for 
the refusal. These were made public 
yesterday in the following letter to the 
president of the Mass-asoit club, which 
started the petition: 


"Dear Sir: I beg to acknowledge the 


receipt of your favor of the 9th, also 
the petition signed by yourself and 1775 
others. In reply to the same I have to 
state that this matter was brought be- 
fore the directors a.t a meeting held on 
the 9th inst, and they voted that it was 
deemed unwise to permit the general 
carrying of disabled bicycles on the 
cars for several reasons, chief among 
which are the unsightliness, the disfig- 
uring of the cars, the inconvenience 
and discomfort of other passengers and 
the great risk and liability from acci- 
dent caused by objects, protruding from 
the rear of the car. Along our subur- 
ban lines the houses are not so far 
apart but that -a rider could easily find 
temporary storage for his wheel." 


The Wife Was the Complainant, 


Peter Dunn was in district court this 


morning charged with assault and bat- 
tery on Thomas Rumley. The case was 
continued for trial to May 23, and 
Dunn was placed under bonds of $50 to 
appear. The case will be fought with 
Lawyer Mack for the 
defense and 


Lawyer Magenis for the prosecution. 


The complaint in the case was made 


by Rumley's wife, who was far more 
anxious to have Dunn prosecuted than 
was her husband. She was indignant 
in her denunciations, and finally, when 
she learned that a warrant would not 
be given for Dunn's arrest till her hus- 
band appeared she brought him with 
her. 


One drunk was cared for, the con- 


tinued case against John Garella for 
assault was again continued, and the 
case against Henry Jones for violating 
a city ordinance was settled by the 
payment of the $5 fine that was im- 
posed when the case was tried. 


Was Being Taken Back After Skipping 


Heavy Bail. Escaped in Adams. 


A remarkable story was reported t= 


the Adams police this morning, in re- 
gard to the escape of a man who was 
being taken back to Providence, R. I., 
after skipping- bail bonds in that city 
amounting to $5000. He was caught by 
his bondsmen and was being taken 
back, when he gave the latter the sUp 
early this morning in the town of Ad- 
am^ and disappear&d. 


He is an Armenian named Havenas 


Jlcioradian. Last June he was arrest- 
ed in Providence on the charge of as- 
sault with intent to rape on a young 
girl. He was placed under bonds of 
S3COO to appear at the trial, and a man 
named Daniel T. Handy furnished the 
bail for that amount. 


Soon after this .Mooradian disap- 


peared, and Mr. Handy traced him to 
Chicago, locating1 him there a short 
time ago. He went out to Chicago, se- 
em ed the man, and was returning with 
him. 
He became alarmed for the safe- 


ty of his man while traveling through 
New York state, and was afraid to pass 
through some of the places that he 
would; have to if he went directly to 
Providence by train, as Moioradian had 
friends along the road, who, it was 
feared, would help him get away. 


According to Mr. Handy's story, 


therefore, he left the train with his 
man at Johnsonvillo, and started to 
drive south with him, coming to Ad- 
ams on his way. At West Hoosiek he 
secured a horse of Nathan W. Har- 
rington, and with this he intended to 
drive clear through to Rhode Island. 


Last evening he reached the Hath- 


away farm in Adams, and decided to 
stop there for the night. Accommo- 
dations were furnished, and he went to 
bed, occupying the same room with his 
prisoner. When he awoke early this 
morning Mooradian was gone, having 
disappeared without being seen by 
anyone. 


Mr. Handy at once notified the police 


of Adams and the police of this city 
and officers in other places were noti- 
fied. Mr. Handy said that Mooradian 
had no money, and as he did not take 
the team from the barn it is believed 
that he did not get far away and that 
he will be found m the country back 
of Adams. 


He is described as a dark complex- 


ioned man, about five feet nine inches 
tall, from 28 to 30 years of age, with 
sandy moustache and a beard of two 
weeks growth. 


He wore a brown Fedora hat, light 


colored coat with small check, and 
soiled pepper and salt trousers. 


$500,000 FOR STATE ROAD, 


Senator Whittlesey for and Senator 


Post Against. 


There is a good deal of local interest 


in th,e fortunes of the bill to appro- 
priate $500,000 for state highways this 
year, as the proposed road to Adams 
may depend on it. It was taken up in 
the senate yesterday, and after long 
discussion was passed by a vote of 17 
to 14 the loriglnal sum, $500,000, was left 
in the bill. All other amendments were 
rejected. On a yea and nay vote, 17 to 
15, the bill was engrossed. 


Mr. Williams of Norfolk opposed the 


He thought the $2,200,000 already 
expended, at an average of $11,000 per 
mile, was

enough for

cango on and build roads like them. The 
state must either undertake to build 
such roads or stop where they are. In 
Goshen some $20,000 was spent for two 
miles, a town of some 300 people and 
only 81 polls. The expense of repairing 
these roads is also very heavy. 


Mr. Post of Berkshire wished the 


advice of Mr. Williams could have been 
made at the beginning of this enter- 
prise, as it might have prevented its 
being begun. The repair bill ajpne will 
soon run up to $500,000 or $1,000,000. He 
had decided to support the bill, hiow- 
ever, as the people expected it; and this 
thing might as well run its length. Out 
of some 30,000 miles of road in the state 
only 200 have been rebuilt by the state. 
He had never favored state highways 
and <3ioes not -natv, but they must be 
continued until the people come to their 
senses and see what it is costing them, 
and how unjust it is to the towns that 
do not have them. The highway com- 
mission should show the towns how 
best to improve their roads at the least 
expense. 


Senator Whittlesey of Berkshire said 


he made up his mind in favor of state 
highways years ago, and the arguments 
made no more impression on him than 
the buzzing of a mosquito. The people 
want state highways and are going to 
have them. If he had as little faith in 
humanity as some senators showed in 
the highway commission, he should 
want to die. 
He believed in the bill 


because his experience on state high- 
ways had convinced him that they were 
of value. It was useless to try and 
convince him that they were not, for he 
knew better. He Knew the value of 
such good roads and had long ago made 
up his mind in their favor. He denied 
that the state roads will blow away, 
and claimed that there is frost to injure 
such roads abroad as well as here. He 
alsod efended the honesty and ability 
of the commissioners. The money 
spent for them is the best investment 
in the state.
